AFL TO TEST NEBRASKA 
ANTI-CLOSED SHOP LAW 


LINCOLN, Nebr. — The recently 
adopted Nebraska anti-closed shop 
constitutional amendment will be 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court 
if necessary, AFL Attorney Herbert 
S. Thatcher of Washington, D.C., 
said here after a meeting of Ne- 
braska union representatives. 

The Nebraska case will be pushed 
through the high court in advance 
of appeals from similar amend- 
ments passed in three other states 
—South Dakota, Arizona and Flor- 
ida—because the Nebraska amend- 
ment has the clearest and most ex- 
pressive language, he said. 

AFL leaders who met here made 
plans for making a test case of the 
amendment and mapped a course of 
action to follow after the new law 
becomes effective by proclamation 
of Governor Dwight Griswold be-| 
tween December 15th and 20th.

GERALD HAGAR AND CITY MANAGER HASSLER HAVE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF SETTLING KAHN’S HASTINGS DISPUTE 


Charges that the Industry Committee, appointed by City 
Manager Jack Hassler to assist in the settlement of the Kahn's 
and Hastings store strike, were dodging their commitments to 
force the RMA into bonafide negotiations with the four-man 
committee from organized labor, were made at meetings of the 
Central Labor Council, Building Trades Council and a general 
meeting of all business agents and executive boards held last 
Wednesday in the Labor Temple by the four-man labor commit- 
tee composed of James Marshall of Teamsters Local 70, Se¢- 
retary Robert Ash of the CLC, Business Representative Jack 
Reynolds of the Building Trades Council and Secretary John 
Philpott of the@C€lerks’ Union, Local 1265. Attorney Galliano, 
who is attending all conferences in his position as legal counsel 
for the Committee, made a full and complete report. 

In the reports made to the above bodies, all four representa- 
tives pointed out that in their bélief Labor was getting the same 
old run-around that we have encountered in past years. Stating 
that the employers committee was not attempting to bargain in 
good faith, the committee reported that we were getting double- 
crossed on the promises made to them by the Industry Commit- 
tee and Hassler. 

The Industry Committee feel, now that the work holiday is 
over and all men and women of the AFL are back to work, that 
they can procrastinate and stall and not attempt to settle this 
matter, stated a spokesman for the group. If that is the attitude 
of the Industry Committee, stated meeting of the Central 
Labor Council, then our position is made quite clear—and that 
is this—that thége is nothing to prevent the AFL movement of 
Alameda County from calling another holiday and this one 
won't be a two-day holiday. 

That Labor is being taken for another buggy ride by its 
so-called friends in both Industry and the City Hall, was voiced 
by various AFL speakers at the meeting. Talk of double-cross- 
ing, doubf€-dealing and insincere efforts on the part of the In- 
dustry Committee filled the air. The Oakland City ‘Hall came in 
for a lambasting from many of the delegates present who feit 
that double-crossing was being carried on by the new city mana- 


ger. If that is the tempo and the attitude of the new. city adminige.|. 


tration, then Labor's position must be that Kahn’s and Hastings 
must be shut down for keeps even if it takes another work holi- 
day to do it, stated another delegate. 

Tempers of the delegates rose as full reports were rendered 
by the committee of the broken promises and the double-crossing 
that Labor was getting after Labor had made a sincere and hon- 
est effort to work out a solution to the Kahn's and Hastings dis- 
pute. 

Jimmy Marshall, president of Teamsters Local 70, in report- 
ing to the delegates, stated that Einor Mohn, International Rep- 
resentative of the Teamsters and Dave Beck, International Vice 
President, also had been double-crossed as well as the rest of 
the AFL Labor movement of the county.

Radio Talk By Council Attorney Galliano 
Gives Reasons For GeneralLabor Holiday 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The following radio address was presented by Central Labor 
Council Attorney Frank Galliano on last Tuesday night at 7:00 p. m. over Radio Station 
KQW, the first day of the two-day AFL labor holiday. There have been hundreds of 
requests made to the Labor Journal to reprint the article that ran as part of the two-page 
paper of last week. The following is a reprint of the article in full and gives all details 
leading to the work holiday. 


Our AFL unions in Alameda County deeply appreciate this opportu- 


not be on one side or another is entitled to hear both sides and evaluate 
for themselves true facts devoid of propaganda. We sincerely thank 
CBS and KQW for making possible these broadcast facilities, It shall be 
my purpose to present to you as fairly and objectively as I know how, 
and as fully as our limited time permits, the facts and only the facts. 
It is not my purpose and desire to argue or debate. This is not a time 
to incite. It is a time when dispassionate and clear thinking must prevail 
in order to eliminate barriers to settlement and to return workers to 
their jobs at the earliest possible time. 

The general walkout was sanctioned only after the most care- 
ful consideration and with the full realization of the responsibil- 
ities and obligations such action entailed. 

After deliberating on and exploring every other possible 
avenue, A. F. of L. labor, always conservative, was convinced 
it had no alternative but to sanction the walkout, and that it 
would find understanding and support from responsible em- 
ployer groups, civic and religious leaders, and the general public, 
if they could get the true facts. 

I will leave it to you, ladies and gentlemen, on the accurate 
and full facts, to evaluate dispassionately and without prejudice. 

First, you should know of the dispute at Kahn’s and Hastings 
since it provided the stage for the shameful and unwarranted 
spectacle which led to the walkout. 

Several months ago, practically all employees of Hastings 
and a very substantial majority of employees at Kahn’s volun- 
tarily joined Department and Specialty Stores Union, Local 
1265, an A. F. of L. affiliate. Following the usual and regular 
procedure in such matters, a collective bargaining contract was 
prepared setting forth the desires of the employees with respect 
'to wages and working conditions. This contract was mailed to

informed us that they would not deal with the Union for Kahn’s 
and Hastings solely because it was the R.M.A. policy that a 
union must represent a majority of all of the employees-in all 
the R.M.A. stores before they would undertake negotiations 
with the union.

Another Labor spokesman stated: ‘Just who and what does 
Hassler's committee represent? It was my understanding that 
it was to be a citizen’s committee.

It looks like the committee is a sub-commit- 
tee of the Alameda County Republican Central Committee. Let's 
give them the business again unless they get started on some 
plan of action.’

The treasurer of the company called all employees into two store 
meetings before working hours and villified the union and spoke against 
employees joining it. 

Union members were not allowed to wear union buttons where they 
could be seen. 

Employees were not allowed to wait on their friends and relatives. 

Employees were not allowed to talk with each other during working 
hours. 

Employees were questioned by executives as to union affiliation. 

There were other overt acts with the same calculated purpose 
showing the employers’ antagonism to union membership, but 
the foregoing clearly shows what went on at Kahn’s. 

You have heard or read in employers’ newspaper ads that 
the so-called ‘closed shop” was the issue. Here is the whole 
truth and not half of it. The contract which the Union presented 
did contain a union shop provision but two days before the 
Kahn’s strike the Union offered to settle on these points, which 


were submitted in a written memorandum: 
1. Immediate negotiations for wages. 


2. Agreement by the company not to discriminate or discharge for 
union membership. 
8. Establishment of grievance procedure for peaceful settlement of

4-State Butchers’ 
Strike Pends 


PHILADELPHIA.—A strike in- 
volving 2,500 butchers in Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland chain stores will start on 
December 31st unless union de- 
mands are met, the Butchers’ Joint 
Council (AFL) told government of- 
ficials here November 29th. 

The stores involved are part of 
the A&P, Food, Fair, Baltimore 
Markets and American’ Stores 
chains. Members of the Retail 
Clerks’ International Association 
and International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters (both AFL) are expected 
to honor’ butchers’ picketlines, 
closing the stores completely. 

The union is seeking a reduction 
from 45 to 40 hours a week, mark- 
ing the first time the 40-hour week 
has been demanded in the retail 
food industry here. It also demands 
a 25 per cent hike in general wages 
and present minimums, a pension 
plan to be operated jointly by em- 
ployers and the union, and time- 
and-a-half for all work over eight 
hours a day.

WAR WORKERS ARE 
NOT MIGRATING 
FROM CALIFORNIA 


SAN FRANCISCO.—In a check 
made by the Bureau of Labor Stat- 
istics on the migration of former 
war workers, it is revealed that 
little and inconsequential migra- 
tion was reported for all classes of 
California war workers, who appar- 
ently have shown great zeal in be- 
coming absorbed in California's 
peacetime pursuits. 

Contrasted with this is the fact 
that, elsewhere, during the first 
half of 1946, a substantial number 
of war workers left war plant 
areas. In Wichita, Kansas, 45 per 
cent of the aircraft workers left the 
area. This was true of 35 per cent 
of former Nebraska munition plant 
employes and 25 per cent of Wash- 
ington shipyard employes. 

The fact that California stands 
out unique in this respect indicates 
one of the important effects of the 
war upon California’s economy. 
Many new workers were made 
aware of the industrial potentiali- 
ties of California and, in the post- 
war period, these workers are try- 
ing to take advantage of these po- 
tentialities. Many people, with a 
variety of skills, came to California 
because of the war, and there can 
be no doubt that these will do 
everything possible to remain here 
to ply their skills. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
also checked on the post-war em- 
ployment of former war workers. 
A sample study by the Bureau 
shows that many of them are still 


employed and a substantial number 
are making progress in becoming 
absorbed 


in peacetime industry. 
Women and older men, the Bureau 
found, formed the bulk of those 
who have not been reabsorbed in 
peacetime industry. Younger men 
have had relatively little difficulty | 
in securing peacetime employment. | 

Many of these war workers have 
taken jobs at lower rates of pay, | 
and along with’ the curtailment of} 
overtime, are receiving lower week- | 
ly pay in peacetime industry than 
that revealed in 1945, Although the 
Bureau reports that the weekly 
earnings of a large portion of these 
former war workers increased be- 
tween January and June, 1946, it is 
hard to determine whether this in- 
crease merely reflects a slight raise 
caused by the pressure of the rise 
in the cost of living, or whether this 
raise was above that. The latter 
can be discounted offhand. 

The redistribution of the working 
population of this country will un- 
doubtedly be of direct interest to 
California, as evidenced by this] 
initial spot survey. Because of it, 
many readjustments will have to 
be made by the communities in the 
state.

Anti-Petrillo Lea 
Act Held As 


Unconstitutional

Sranding the Lea 
as unconstitutional and “class 
Federal Judge Walter 
J. La Buy December 2nd dismissed 
criminal charges brought by the 
government against President 
James C. Petrillo of the American 
Federation of Musicians (AFL). 

The union victory was scored on 
a criminal information filed last 
June 13 by U.S. Attorney J. Albert 
Woll, charging that the musicians’ 
leader had violated the Lea act, 
commonly known as the anti-Petrile 
lo law, by requiring radio station 
WAAF here to employ more per- 
sons than needed to conduct its 
business. Petrillo had deliberately 
sought the case to test the law’s 
constitutionality. 

Notified of the court verdict by 
his counsel, Joseph A. Padway, Pe- 
trillo said jubilantly: “Thank God 
for the federal court. It shows the 
constitution is for all the people 
and not just a few, that 200,000 
musicians, many of whom work in 
radio stations, can’t be browbeaten 
by the National Association of 
Broadcasters; and that you can’t 
discriminate against some of the 
people, which is what this act calls 
for.”

ECONOMISTS AND | Painters To Give Day's 


BUST COMING 


Economists and businessmen are 
becoming increasingly gloomy over 
the prospects of America’s future 
after the boom. 

United Press in a copyrighted 
article revealed it had questioned 
14 leading economists and all but 
one of them expect a depression 
and expect it soon. The only dis- 
agreement among them was how 
big and how soon. 

Thirteen of them said they ex- 
pected it to be a “minor depression” 
and 12 anticipated its arrival in 
1947. Roger W. Babson, who pre- 
dicted the 1929 crash, said he ex- 
pected a bust of 1932 proportions 
sometime about 1949-1951. 

The only optimist of the lot was 
Dr. Melchoir Palyi, consultant for 
Central Life Insurance Company of 
Chicago, who said that “not even a 
minor depression is in the offing.” 
He said the “confusion” of inflation- 
ary forces may cause “short-term 
setbacks” which he expected to be 
quickly overcome. 

Asked what could be done to fore- 
stall a depression, seven recom- 
mended some kind of government 
action. One suggested repeal of the 
Wagner Act “to restore some degree 
of competition in the sale of labor.” 
Another, Dean E. T. Grether of the 


School of Business Administration | 


at the University of California, said 
he didn’t think any action should 
be taken. “We need price adjust- 
ments badly after the period of con- 
trol,” he said.

A Fortune magazine survey re- 
vealed that a tot of businessmen 
are also unhappy about the pros- 
pects for a prosperous future. Bely- 
ing the popular anti-labor campaign 
holding workers responsible for the 
failure to produce, Fortune pointed 
to material shortages, especially in 
| basic materials like steel, iron, cop- 
per, lead and lumber as the basis of 
spotty production. 

Hinting that industry hoarding 
may have more than a little to do 
with current shortages, Fortune 
said: ‘Nobody knows the extent to 
which current inventories—particu- 
larly in steel—have been overbuilt 
in anticipation of a rise in prices.” 


State Disability 
Bill In Operation 


SAN FRANCISCO. The Unem- 
ployment Compensation Disability 
Benefits Bill, popularly known as 
the Disability Bill, became effective 
December Ist. Although the act 
provides for volutes dua of cov- 
erage by private carriers, neverthe- 
less the State plan now applies, and 
jall wage earners are covered by it. 

Because of the number of inqui- 
ries made of the Federation at the 
last minute and the pressure ex- 
erted by certain carriers to get 
their plans approved by the unions 
involved, it is evident that some 
confusion exists about the new law. 
Many fear that unless workers sub- 
scribe to a voluntary disability plan, 
they will receive no benefits in case 
of disability from non-industrial 
causes. This is not true. 

The Federation wishes to make it 
emphatically clear that the great 
urgency of subscribing to voluntary 
plans does not exist, and that it is 
being over-emphasized by private 
insurance carriers, who apparently 
have not seen fit to consult with 
the Federation regarding the plans 
they are issuing. 

The unions are again urged to 
check any voluntary disability plan 
with the Federation before they 
subscribe to it. These voluntary 
plans may be elected by a majority 
of employes, who will then be coy- 
ered by insurance issued by an in- 
surance carrier authorized to trans- 
act disability insurance in Califor- 
nia, provided, however, that bene- 
fits to the insured under the volun- 
tary plan are more favorable than 
those specified in the state law. 

A week before the law went into 
effect, 78 voluntary disability plans 
had been approved by the state. 
Only a very few of these plans have 
been submitted to the Federation 
for analysis by the companies in- 
volved. A number of the plans are 
being offered to the employers, dis- 
regarding the employes who are di- 
rectly involved. 

The Federation wishes to point 
out once again that it is up to the 
employes to approve of these plans, 
since they are the ones who are in- 
sured. There is no reason for any 
undue haste, even though the volun- 
tary plans must offer better pro- 
visions than those contained in the 
state law. If the workers will be 
more critical and shop for the best 
plan that is available, the best bene- 
fits will be obtained. That is why 
the Federation wishes to be con- 
tacted by the unions in this re- 
spect.

When I inquired as to the reason I was told that those 
were the orders given to them. I returned to 16th Street and 
found that about 75 policemen had formed a line across 16th 
Street and San Pablo and 75 more at Telegraph and 16th Street 
and that no person, whether Union picket or other citizen, was 
allowed in that area. Union pickets were instructed by Union 
officials not to attempt to cross the police picket line. Those 
instructions were carried out to the letter. Yet notwithstanding 
that fact, at about 6:30 a.m. some 250 additional policemen 
marched from the City Hall in platoons and formed lines at 17th 
and Telegraph, 17th and Broadway, 15th and Broadway and 
14th and Broadway, thus closing off the six most important 
downtown blocks in the City of Oakland. These officers were 
armed with billy clubs and riot equipment. There had not been a 
single picket where these lines were formed by the police. Autos 
were towed away from this area and no person was allowed in 
it except non-union employees of Kahn’s and Hastings and 
police officers. The area remained closed to all citizens for over 
five hours. 

You have read reports in the press that set the number of 
pickets variously from 200 to 1,000. You have also seen the 
pictures that were taken by the press. I invite you to re-examine 
those pictures. They are the best evidence that there was not 
the number of pickets that were reported and that there was no 
occasion for blocking off these areas. Indeed, these pictures

I 
am sure that responsible employer groups feel likewise. He has 
acted as city manager before and we know that there is now 
a chance for restitution of our civil rights on an equal basis with 
the property rights of employers in this community. We are 
still asking that the G.I. or Veterans Trucking Co., with its 
imported talent from Los Angeles, be returned to that climate. 
When that is done we feel that proper committees can be set up 
of responsible employers and union leaders to return this city 
to full normalcy as guickly as possible. We sincerely ask your 
support because this is a fight of every citizen to bring law and 
order and labor peace to our community.

Not Wagner Act,

WASHINGTON.—Vigorous oppo- 
sition to emasculation of the Wag- 
ner act and a call for repeal of the 
Smith-Connally act were highlights 
of resolutions passed December 4th 
at the final session of the Labor De- 
partment’s 13th national conference 
on labor legislation. 


The 200 conference delegates, rep- 
resenting all branches of organized 
labor and state labor commissioners 
from almost every state in the 
union, resolved: “That this confer- 
ence express its complete opposition 
to any federal or state legislation 
' which seeks in any way to weaken 
or undermine labor unions or to de- 
prive American workers of their 
| right to organize into unions of 
| their own choosing or to engage in 
any concerted activities, 
| “We condemn any effort to de- 
prive American workers of rights 

and benefits now enjoyed under the 
National Labor Relations Act and 
i state labor relations 


acts! 

Condemnation of the Smith-Con- 
nally act was reaffirmation of three 
| previous annual conference actions. 

The body said the act denies labor 
“many of the rights granted in pre- 
vious legislation and in the Consti- 
tution of this country.” 

Other conference resolutions in- 
cluded; 

1. A call for “sufficient funds to 
allow the National Labor Relations 
Board to increase their staff to the 
point of having sufficient personnel 
properly to administer the act.” 

2. Condemnation of “any attempt 
to revive the War Labor Board 
through any system of corhpulsory 
arbitration or labor courts.” 

3. Restoration of act-of-Congress

Figures Show That |

Great Killer 


One person dies every ten min- 
utes of tuberculosis in the United 
States. That was the statement 
made yesterday by Mrs. Helen B. 
Trowbridge, President of the Ala- 
meda County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association. 

Mrs. Trowbridge said. “it is esti- 
mated that approximately half a 
million people in this country have 
tuberculosis, according to conser- 
vative estimates. Half of these are 
“Unknown cases’’—-people who may 
not know that they are ill yet may 
be spreading the disease. 


“Every unknown case of tubercu- 
losis presents a double threat—to 
the individual who may be losing 
his own health and to relatives and 
associates who may catch the dis- 
ease from him. 


“Tuberculosis takes the lives of 
more young people between 15 and 
35 years of age than any other dis- 
ease.” 

Mrs. Trowbridge urged everyone 
to take advantage of the free chest 
x-rays offered by the Tuberculosis 
Association. Information regarding

AFL Southern Drive Won 
250,000 New Members, 


Googe Reports 


ATLANTA, Ga. — The AFL has 
won approximately 250,000 new 
members in its current southern or- 
ganizing drive, Southern Director 
George L. Googe told a 2-day session 
of the AFL southern organizing pol- 
icy board here December 3rd. 

The new members, representing 
building trades, textiles and other 
industries, plus approximately 244,- 
000 members of the United Mine 
Workers who rejoined the AFL in 
1946, brings the AFL southern 
membership total to about two mil- 
lion, he said. 

The board, composed of 42 mem- 
bers representing 14 southern 
states, met to review the southern 
drive during the past six months 
and to plan completion of the 1-year 
drive. 

The session was also expected to 

; consider a legislative program to be 
sponsored by the AFL in southern 
legislatures. The program calls for 
uniform workmen's accident and 
compensation laws, a uniform boiler 
inspection law and improved legis- 
lation regarding child labor and oc- 
cupational diseases.
